What the Chemical W arfare S?vv- 
ice is doing along this line was d - 
scribed to the House Appropriations 
Committee by Brip\-(7en. 
Amos 
A. 
Fries, chief of the service, during tho 
hearings oil the W ar Department ap ­ 
propriation bill. 
Since Ole committee 
hearing Senators Lodge and Watson 
have taken the gas treatment for 
colds and they are enthusiastic over 
the results. 
Over Year Devoted To Experiments 
General Fries gave credit for the 
work to Lieutenant-Colonel Vedder', 
chief of the Me<fical Research Division 
at Edgewood Arsenal. Colonel Vedder 
spent more than a year in experiment­ 
ing before he made known the re­ 
sults of his tests. 
A report by Colonel Vedder said 
that of 388 patients suffering from 
common cold in the head 288, or 74 
per cent, were curer! by the poisoli- 
gas method. 
Ninety-one were 
im­ 
proved and only nine ’showed no im­ 
provement. 
Of 127 causes of acute laryngitis an I 
pharyngitis 99 were cured, 21 showed 
improvement and only four showed no 
improvement. 
Of 241 cases of acute 
bronchitis 192 were cured, 47 showed 
improvement and only two showed no 
change. 
Eight out of nine cases of 
whooping cough wert' cured and the 
other improved, and nine out of ll 
cases of influenza were cured, while 
the other two cases we ne given relief. 
Machine Invented By Officer 
The treatm ents are administered by 
an air-chlorinating machine invented 
by Coloner Vedder. 
While this m a­ 
chine might be used in hospitals and 
is being used in Waiter Reed Hos­ 
pital here, it would be of no use to 
individuals outside of a hospital. Gen­ 
eral Fries said experiments are be 
ing made at Edgewood Arsenal for 
the production of glass pearls filled 
with chlorine.
